AS STATE LABOR PRESIDENT. 


Friends See Victory for Him in Annual 
Convention Which Opens at Rock Is- 
land Today. 


Efforte to defeat President Edwin R. 
_ Wright of the Illinois State Federation of 
Labor will be made by Chicago delegates 
to the annual convention of the state labor 
body, which opens this morning at Rock 
Is Opposition to President Wright 
emanates from officers and members of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor on account of 
fhe position taken by him in favor of a 
Compensation scale in an employers’ lia- 
“Dility bill, on which the late state employ- 
ere’ liability commission failed to agree. 

Friends of Mr. Wright, however, predict 
he will be reslected by a big majority and 
that the chances are that an employers’ 
‘Mability measure combined with compensa- 
tion for industrial accidents and death will 
be indorsed by the convention. 

Several candidates have come out in oppo- 
sition to Wright. One of them is Daniel Gor- 
man, president of the Street Car Men's union 
of Peoria, who was a member of the late em- 
ployers’ liabiity commission. Gorman, how- 

ever, took sides with Wright on the question 
of compensation. 

Other candidates are said to be John C. 
Harding of the Chicago Typographical union, 
of which organization Wright also is a mem- 
ber, and Fred G. Hopp, financial secretary of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor. 

The issue on the question of employers’ 
Hability promises to be one of the big fights 
of the convention.

They live in an atmogphere puri- 
fied from the fogs of petty denominational 
division and strife. They are ready to act 
as the generals of a Christian army which 
may march in many columns and under cap- 
tains of different names, but flying one ban- 
ner and enlisted for only one purpose.

The laymen's council has no disposition to 
minimize the efforts made in their previous 
campaigns under the Rev. R. A. Torrey in 
the big tent on the north side, nor the more 
recent one led by Gipey Smith, which included 
the mass meeting in the armory on the south 
side, the circuit of the suburbs of Evanston 
and Oak Park and the spectacular midnight 
parade through Chicago's red light district. 
The laymen’s evangelistic council believes 
that each meeting had its eficent re- 
sults and made ite incividual appeal that is

BANK BOOKS TRACE GRAFT 


Accounts of Former I. C. Offi- 
cials Exceed Salaries. 


TALLY WITH ‘“ DIVIDENDS.” 


Disposition of Many Car Company 
Checks Revealed. 


Bank accounts of former Illinois Central 
officials, showing deposits of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in excess of their sal- 
aries and containing entries corresponding 
exactly with the payments of dividends and 
other forms of alleged graft money previous- 
ly testified to by several witnesses, were im 
troduced in evidence yesterday at the car 
repair graft hearing in the Municipa! court. 

In addition to those of the three defend- 
ants—Frank B. Harriman, C. L. Ewing, and 
John M. Taylor—charged with conspiracy to 
defraud the railroad of over $2,000,000—ac- 
counts also were presented of other officials. 
These included Ira G. Rawn, former vice 
president; J. E. Buker, former superintend- 
ent of the car department, said to have been 
the go between, and William Renshaw, who, 
after leaving the road, became president of 
the Memphis Car company. 


What the Accounts Showed. 

An idea of the sudden rise to affluence of 
men receiving from $4,000 to $20,000 a year 
may be obtained from the following sun:mary 
of the accounts presented: 

Ira G. Rawn, on $20,000 a year, deposited 
$79,960 in the Western Trust and Savings 
bank between Jan. 1, 1900, and May 28, 1910; 
$18,529 in the Railway Exchange bank be- 
tween May, 1908, and February, 1910, and 
$11,333 in the Corn Exchange National bank 
between 1908 and 1910. 

F. B. Harriman, on $10,000 a year, deposited 
$113,675 in the Railway Exchange bank be- 
tween May, 1908, and September, 1910; 
$146,219 in the Corn Exchange bank between 
Dec. 15, 1008, and April 7, 1010, and $36,000 
in the Western Trust and Savings bank be- 
tween March 1, 1909, and April 7, 1010. De- 
petite in the Railway Exchange bank ceased 
in April of this year, shortly after his resig- 
nation from the Illinois Central, and the other 
two accounts were closed out on April 7.

WILL GET $6,000 PENSION. 


Seventy Year Age Limit Will Af- 
fect Président, as It Does 
All Employes. 


James Theodore Harahan is to retire as 
president of the Illinois Central railread 
about Jan. 1, 1911, and will then probably be 
elected chairman of the board of directors, 
according to the statement yesterday of men 
closely connected with the management of 
the road. 

At that time they say he will be 70 years of 
age and will be retired automatically under 
the rules of the company’s pension system, 
which affect impartially both employés and 
officers. 

A discrepancy. is. noted between the state- 
ment of members of the board of directors 
and all printed data concerning the biography 
of Mr. Harahan. The publication Who's 
Who in America” says thet Mr. Harahan 
was born in Lowell, Mass., in . This 
would give Mr. Harehen, three years before 
reaching the three score ten_mark allot- 
ted for retirement age by rules of the rail- 
road. Other biographical sketches agree 
with this. 

Mr. Harahan will be reslected as a director 
when his term expires at the annual meeting 
of the stockholders tomorrow, and will either 
be reélected president for the short time re- 
maining at the following directors’ meeting 
in New York on Nov. 16, the usual meeting 
time for electing officers, or will be allowed 
to fill out his term of office without reélec- 


tion until his 70th birthday, according to the 


same authorities. 


Chosen as Subsidiaries’ Director. 


Mr. Harahan already has been reéiected 
president of the important subsidiary com- 


panies of the Illinois Central, including the 


Yazoo and Mississippi Valley, railway and 
the Chicago, St. Louis, and New Orleans 
railroad, at the recent meetings in New 
Orleans. 

“I decline to make any comment on state- 
ments made by persons who do not give their 
names, said Mr. Harahan, when questioned 
as to his retirement. 

While no definite choice has heen made of 
a man to succeed Mr. Harahan, it is under- 
stood that W. L. Park, now vice president 
and general manager, is the present choice 
of the directors for the position. He was 
taken from the Union Pacific last March, 
when he was elected to succeed the late Ira 


G. Rawn, and has been regarded as the log- 


ical candidate for the presidency ever since 
Mr, Harahan suggested last epring his own 
resignation to assume the less arduous duties 
of chairman of the board. 


Has Made Record in Service. 
He has relieved President Harahan of 


many of the details of responsibility and has» 


mede a record as head of the operating de- 
partment which has met with the enthusi- 
astic approval of the directors. 

Absolutely no criticism of President Her- 
ahan's administration is implied in his re- 
tirement, which is ascribed solely to the 
workings of the pension system, which ad- 
mit of no exceptions even for the highest 
officers after the retiring age of 70 is reached. 

Mr. Hanrahan’s services will be retained 
in an advisory capacity as chairman cf the 
board, a position that will be created for 
him. Under the present bylaws of the com- 
pany the president N at meetings of 
the directors 

In retiring. Mr. Herahan will be given an 
annual pension of between $5,000 and $6,000 
for fife, based on a percentage of his annual 
salary for the lest twenty-five years. 


May Dédge Electrification.

America’s Foremost Woman Phi- 
lanthropist Succumbs. 


AUTHOR OF “BATTLE HYMN.” 


Aided in Cause of Anti-Slavery; Work d 
for Suffrage. 


Middletown, R. IL. Oct. 17.—[{Special.]— 
Julia Ward Howe died today at her summer 
home here of pneumonia. She was in her 
ninety-second year and her advanced age 
had caused her physicians and friends to 
abandon all hope for her recovery soon after 
she was stricken, several days ago. 

Mrs. Howe's three daughters were at the 
bedside when the end came, but her son 
was unable to be with her. The funeral will 
be held in Boston, Mrs. Howe's home, on 
Thursday, at the Unitarian Church of the 
Disciples. 

JuHa Ward Howe undoubtedly was Amer- 
cas foremost woman of letters and philan- 
throphy. Best known, perhape, ag the au- 
thor of The Battle Hymn of the Repub- 
lic,” she was a prolific’ writer of poems and 
prose and published many volumes of a high 
order of literary merit. 


Was Given Many Advantages. 

Born May 27, 1819, three days after the 
birth of Queen Victoria, she was the daugh- 
ter of a prominent New York banker, Sam- 
uel Ward, who was one of the first advo- 
eates of temperance in America, and who 
gave his daughter an education far in ed- 
vance of that usually enjoyed by young 
women of her day. 

Julia Ward was only 22 years old when, on 
a visit to. Boston, she met Dr. Semuel Grid- 
ley Howe, the great philanthropist. Two 
years later, in 1843, they were married, and 
until Dr. Howe's death in 1876 they worked 
in a remerkable copartnership of activity in 
all things making for the uplift of mankind. 

After her husband's death Mrs. Howe con- 
tinued to work with peri and voice for any 
cause which she considered worthy The 
last movement'she espoused was woman 
suffrage, and in this she was recognized as 
a worthy leader. 


Is Given Honorary Degree. 

In June of last year Brown university con- 
ferred upon Mrs. Howe the honorary degree 
of doctor of letters. 

Mrs. Howe leaves four children—Mrs. Fior- 
ence Howe Hall, a prominent woman su- 
frage worker; Mrs. Laura E. Richards, an 
author; Mrs. Maude Howe Elliott, wife of 
John Eliiott, the artist; and Prof. Henry 
Marion Howe, professor of metallurgy at 
Columbia university.

Directs Investigation of Charges 
New City Hall Work 
Was Skimped. 


1 WHAT THE COUNCIL DID. 


‘Passed resolutions opening the way for 
an investigation of the rights of the Illinois — 
Tunnel company to do a general telephone 
business. 

Appropriated $10,000 for an investigation 
ef gas rates preliminary to the fixing of 
rates by ordinance next February. 

Passed orders directing the city hall com- 
mittee, the Merriam commission, and the 
commissioner of public works to investigate 
charges of fraudulent construction in the 
new city hall. 


Unexpected life was injected into the city 
council meeting last evening by the raising 
ef the question whether Chicago shall have 
one telephone system or two. 

In a meeting which otherwise was marked 
by the introduction of several orders for an 
investigation of the charges of fraudulent 
construction in the new city hall and the 
passage of the appropriation of 310, 000 for the 
investigation of gas rates, Ald. Theodore K. 
Long of the Sixth ward introduced an ord¢r 
aimed to bring about a declaration of policy 
on the question of a second telephone system. 

By raising the question of the right of the 
Himois Tunnel company to open the pave- 
ment of several streets in his ward Ald. 
Long brought before the council the entire 
question of that corporation’s right to extend 
its operations beyond the confines of the dis- 
trict within which its tunnels already are 
operating. 

Raises Direct Question. 


In other words, it brought before the mu- 
nicipality the question whether it will heve 
one telephone company under close control 
or two, the second of which la operating un- 
der a comparatively generous franchise. 

The matter as he presented ft did not convey 
to the aldermen the full intent of his idea as 
it was carried by an order obviously intended 
to stop the opening of streets in his ward, 
and a warm fight ensued whether it should 
be referred to the gas, oil, and electric Hght 
gommittee as he recommended or to the com- 
mittee on streets and alleys, south, to which 
such matters ordinarily are sent. As a re- 
gut of argument advanced by Ald. Milton J. 
Foreman it was sent to the latter committee. 

Ald. Long's plan was to bring the subject 
before the G. O. L.“ committee. which for 
more than a year has been considering the 
telephone problem and which last spring con- 
cluded that a regulated monopoly was prefer- 
able to an unresirained competition. He used 
the question of paving cut permits merely as 
a wedge by which to introduce the question 
of the Illinois Tunnel company’s right to do 
business outside the laop. 

It concerns the entire city he explained 
in his remarks from the floor, “ as this cor- 
poration has filed requests for street opening 
permits in eral different districts. It in- 
volves about fifteen miles of street. 


Ald, Long’s Resolution. 

His resolution verbatim follows: 

The Illinois Tunnel company, a 
corporation, has recently made application 
to the department of public works for a per- 
mit to open sundry streets on the south side 
for the purpose of installing therein tele- 

hone conduits, among which streets are the

The Consolidated 
company was then in the hands of receivers. 

This obetacle has not been removed, and

Involves Dippel's Grand Opera 
Company; Says Lease Was 
Sold Too Cheap. 


William A. Brady started echoes of the 
three years gone vaudeville war into new 
life yesterday when he began an action 
against Abraham Erlanger to force the Audi- 
torlum theater into a receivership. The 
bill. was filed in New York. : 

Brady asks that the partnership to conduct 
the theater entered into in 1907 with Erlanger 
be dissolved, and charges “ fraud of plain- 
tiff's rights under said copartnership agree- 
ment.“ Mortimer Fishel accepted service as 
attorney for Mr. Erlanger. 

The Chicago Opera company is involved in- 
directly in the matter. The sale of the lease 
of the Auditorium theater to the opera com- 
pany last January is the specific act on 
which the Brady suit is based. 

He ‘charges that, although he had a half 
share in thé lease and the profits of the 
house, he did not receive half the proceeds 
of the sale. Klaw & Erlanger sold the 
lease to the Chicago Opera company, of 
which Andreas Dippel is director, for 6118. 


he got only $30,000 as his share of this. 


Wants Money Due“ Him. 

He asks for the receivership in order that 
an accounting be made, and he receive the 
remainder of the money he claims. 

Brady says the sale of the lease should 
have brought at least $200, On this basis 
he seeks to recover more than half what 
Klaw & Erlanger received from the Chicago 
Opera company. 

Brady's complaint gives an interesting bit 
of inside history in the relations of the two 
managers. It says that on Aug. 15, 1907, 
Brady procured an option on the AuMtortum. 

With this he entered into partnership with 
Abraham Erlanger personally on a shareand 
share alike basis and each agreed to invest 
$10,000, Erlanger to be the active head The 
latter took up the option, and, Brady says, 
leased the theater under hie firm's name, 
preventing his exercising control or owner- 
ship over the lease. 


Says Vaudeville Was Shut Out. 
Brady received regularly an accounting 
and his share of the profits, The complaint 
says the theater was valuable particularly 
for vaudeville. Then came the abandon- 
ment of the advanced vaudeville scheme 
by Klaw and Erlanger, when they retired, 
and left the field to the United Booking 
offices. , 

Brady; says Erlanger entered into a con- 
tract with the United Booking offices by 
which he agreed not to give vaudeville in 


Brady’s knowledge, and was in violation of 
the partnership agreement, he says. He 
says the value of the lease wae lessened ma- 
terlally by the fact that vaudeville could 
not be given there. If this agreement had 


would have been worth $200,000.

‘HYPNOTIC’ HUSBAND IS SUED 


Wife of Dr. Ora C. Chappell of 
Elgin Asks for Divorce. 


SONS ARE ON THE WARPATH. 


Aroused at Transfer of $130,000 of 
Mother's Property.

Mrs. Nellie Mann Chappell of Elgin, who 
with her husband, Dr. Ora C. Chappell, Has 
furnished a series of sensations because of 
their matrimonial troubles and his alleged 
use of a hypnotic power over her, has fred 
suit for divorce. Mrs. Chappell has been 
residing in Boise, Idaho, recently, and the 
action was begun there. 

Dr. Chappell himself made the announce- 
ment yesterday and said he was not sur- 
prised. He added that he would not fight 
the suit. 

Mrs. Chappell’s move is the culmination of 
a series of episodes which included several 
mysterious disappearances on the part of 
Mrs. Chappell, when she was gone frequently 
for months at a time; a quarrel between Dr.

Demand Mother of Father. 

Mrs. Chappell, who was formerly a leader 
in Elgin society, first disappeared in 1908, 
and public notice was attracted when the 
sons demanded their father should reveal 
her whereabouts. He said he didn’t know 
where his wife was, and Attorney John Pow- 
ers, assistant state’s attorney, brought suit 
for the boys, who charged their father with 
having “spirited away their mother. 

Mre; Chappell later returned, and soon 
afterward filed a suit for separate main- 
tenance, but this was withdrawn. There 
was a reconciliation, and the couple went to 
Florida on a “honeymoon” twenty-four 
years after their wedding. 

On their return to Elgin they resided to- 
gether for several months, and Mrs. Chap- 
pell then left for Idaho, Dr. Chappell going 
with her as far as Minneapolis.

Station Signs Are in Magyar, 


While Some Towns Have 
Two or Three Names..

LEMBERG, Galicia, Austria.—Sept. 5.—A 
few miles slow ciilmbing in a poky train 
gbove Volocz brings us to a tunnel which 
pierces the watershed between the Danube 


and the Vistula, between the érainage of the 


Mediterranean and Baltic seas. 
We enter the tunnel in Hungary; we emerge 
m Austria. The country looks just the same, 


but we are conscious of a new atmosphere 


when we come to the first stop, where we 
change ears for Lemberg. The train is no 
better, faster. The change is in the eta- 


tion The Magyer hangs Magyer signs in | 


nm railway Stations. 

All trainmen, all officials in Hungary must 
speak Magyar. You would expect German 
to be the language of Austrie. It is of some 
use, but we have found cabmen in this city 
who know no German. In Lawocgne, where 
we change care, we found signe in the Cyrillic 
alphabet. 

On the map this frontier town ie spelled 
Lavocne. On another map, Opovaec. One ie 
as hard to pronounce as the other. We 
couldn't even read the letters. It is worse 
when we land in Lemberg. There ere several 
sets of signs here, you can take your choice 
ef German Lemberg of Polish Lwow. The 
French call it Leopol; Italians, LéopoM. 


Lemberg Puzzle as City. 

Jam not yet prepared to say what Lemberg 
itself is. It certainly is not German. The 
city is the center of a great Ruthene area 
Business seems to be in the hands of Jews. 
In one section shop signs are in Hebrew. A 
smaller section is Ruthenian, with signs in 
the Cyrillic alphabet. Polish prevails in the 
center of the city. 

It is perhaps as easy for a baby to learn 
Polish as English or Choctaw. But from 
samples displayed over shops it looks like 
a hard language. Now and then we can 
make out a word. Take this. Dentyetycszny 
Techniczo.”’ A set of artificial teeth assisted 
us to the conclusion that the sign was put 


up by a man who pulls teeth. Centralna 


Ka wiarnia, we concluded, stands for Central 
Coffee house. 

But look at this: Przylslowiowe, or dblyeses- 
acych, or prazyjmvije. 

It seems they have taken iiberties here. 


you conclude that Poles have taken ordinary 
words and thrown in a handful of consonants, 
as a cook sprinkles salt ma porridge. 

You may think of Austria and Hungary as 
@ political unity. But though Hungary's 
boundary ie but five 
seems another — 
seem vague . But Vienna seems 
equally re is actually further 
from Vienna than from Budapest. If we 
were in the south end of Bukowina, our short- 
est route to Austria's capital would be 
through Budapest. of 


Austria Is Sprawling Nation. 
Laibach is in Austria. Yet, a crow flying 
from Lemberg to Laibach would pass directly 
over Budapest. Austria sprawls over Hun- 
gary like a slouch hat. 

Austria is one of the most disjointed states 
of Europe, one of the most irregular. It ts 
mot even held together by the Danube, as 
Hungary..-Linguistically, it has no more co- 
deslon than geographically. A university 
professor here declares there is no such 
thing as an Austrian. When a candidate for 
his degree in Berlin he was asked his nation- 


ality. He replied, “ Polish.” No such 
thing as a Polish nation,“ he was told 
“Where do you come from? ‘“ Galicia.” 


“Well, that is part of Austria and you are, 
therefore, an Austrian.” 

So the ht goes on. You will not find 
Wien, 2 less Vienna, on a Magyar map. 
The Hungarians call Austria's capital Becs. 
We have cons 
Buropean’s command of three or four lan- 
guages. And we think that he takes to 
languages as a duck does to water. He takes 
to water, but it is because he is thrown over- 
board. He finds himself on a sea of conflict- 
lug speech. He must learn several languages 
full. 

Hapsburg Dominions Grow. 

Ot the present territory ruled by the Haps- 
burgs, as large as Arizona, the original ter ei- 
tory, lower and upper Austria, comprises 
less than one-ninth. The Hapsburge have 
had many ups and downs, and, while often 
unfortunate in war, have as often, through 
fortunate marriage, added to the original 
territory. 

Austria of today comprises fourteen prov- 

es. The smallest is Silesia, with about 
2, square miles; the largest Galicia. with 
80,000 square miles. Bohemia is sécond in 


Moravia,. lower_ Austria, Dalmatia, upper 
Austria, 
coast land, and Salzburg. By an imperial 
decree in 1006 the- sovereignty of the Haps- 
burgs was extended over Bosnia and Herze- 
govina, with an area of about 20,000 square 
miles. But these two lands are adminis- 
tered by a Bosnian bureau, tntrusted to the 
common Austro-Hungarian finance ministry 
in Vienna, in the name of the emperor king. 
In this bird’s eye view of Austria we can- 
mot. distinguish the details of the strifes 
which humbled the ancient kingdoms of Mo- 


ravia Bohemia and made them part of 
the crown, or the struggles which dismem- 
bbered ‘Poland and added Galicia to the 
empire. are matters best left until

Scotch Choir Presents 
Folk Songs; Musical 
Art at Peace.

COTTISH ideals have“ impressed them- 

Selves upon our civilization chieffy in 

matters pertaining to finance, religion, 

and literature. We rarely associate this 

sturdy people with any of the speaking 
arts Save when some industrious German com- 
poser like Mendelssohn or Bruch reminds us that 
their folk songs contain a wealth of poetry, 
sentiment, and imagination. 

Possibly the same traits of character that 
have made the Scotchman a conspicuous leader 
of the world’s industries have restrained him 
from giving other expression to the emotional 
side of life than are to be found in his folk 
songs. But these have found their way around 
the world and into the hearts of all Celtic and 
Germanic peoples. The German has raised them 
to the dignity of art forms. The Celt and the 
Anglo-Saxon have kept them for the home and 
the fireside, 

That the latter races have made the wiser 


eheice in préferring simplicity and spontaneity co 


elaborate eloquence is a question that seems to 
leave small room for debate. But should any 
one be moved to doubt it, let him hear the 
Glasgow Select choir sing Annie Laurie or 
Flow Gently Sweet Avon.“ We hear them 
from our own choral societies from time to time 
and they do them with as much refinement and 
finish as was displayed by the visitors who came 
to Orchestra hall last night.

Stars-were 
strung like beads along festoons of thread- 
like tendrils reaching ward from the 
brighter stars, while e here they were 
velled in a hazy cloud enfolding them in its 
meshes. 

Thus the stars of the Pleiades, shining with | 
so bright a luster as to make background 
of the sky black by cont are in reality 
wrapped and emtangled in an immenge cos- 
mical cloud of Star dust. An assemblage of 
stars such as the Pleiades, distributed around 
our sun, would extend compactly three-quar- 
ters of the way to the’ nearest: star. Alpha 
Centauri, its feelers reaching still farther. 

The distance of this group of stars from 
the earth is so great that their light requires 
nearly 200 years to reach us, some authori- 
ties being of the opinion that the time may 
possibly be as much as 250 years. Our sun 
removed to the distance of the Pleiades would 
shrink to the size of a star of the eighth 
magnitude, so that a telescope would be re- 
quired to show itelight. There can be little 
doubt that it is surpassed in brilliancy by 
fifty or sixty of these stars.

The discovery of the nebulous condition of 
the Pleiades ranks among the most important 
achievements of celestial photography. The 
“ Merope nebula was compared by M. Tem- 
ple to a stain of breath upon a mirror. It 
envelops and stretches back in cometary 
shape from the star, like a “filmy véil in ap- 
pearance. Streamers and fleecy masses of 
cosmical fog seem in these astonishing pic- 
tures almost to fill the spaces between the 
stars, like clouds in a mountain valley hid- 
ing the regian beneath them by a sea of mist. 

The Pleiades represent literally “a flight 
of suns,” all drifting in the same direction, 
although two are somewhat in advance of the 
rest, as though hurrying forward to an- 
nounce the approach of this mighty army, 
while six areiagging behind, deserters worn 
out by this stupendous journey.

They intend to re- 
main true to the principles to which they 
pledged themselves and to make no move 
which can be construed as backward. In 
a word, Mr. Taft must come up to them; 
they will not, to use the language they have 
employed, go back to him. 
It is evident from the foregoing that Prest- 
gent Taft's change of heart toward the pro- 


attitude toward him. Indeed, it would not 
be surprising if the combination of the pro- 
greesives not only should continue during the 
rest of the administration with. respect to 
legislation, but if it were directed toward 
preventing Mr. Taft's renomination. 


Lose Pacifier in Dolliver.
